ter. How he would construct hif 
railroad from L tlu to Suletn ia a ques- 
tion we would like to have answered.

— the world over — bnjs twice as 
much of every product of human 
abor aa it did whoa wo ohaagadtha 
unit of value from silver to gold, 
and destroyed tbe free, coinage of 
silver.

Immeaiately after tbe report of 
smallpo.v at Princeton reached Mari 
on, the Town Trustees took such 
steps as they could to prevent its 
reaching here. Quarantine waa de- 
clared against al suspects, and the 
police force sot on watch; but tbe 
Trustees are so handicapped that but 
little can be done. Not more than 
half of Marion is within the corpo- 
rate limlta, the Trostees have no su- 
pervision whatever over tb$ outside ; 
not even tbe depot is in town, hence 
tbe precautions as practically worth- 
less, if tbe town limito are strictly 
observed ; but such will not be the 
case. Bverythlng will be done to 
protect the oomnunity, town limits 
or no town llmita. On account of 
somecomplloations we have no local 
board of health, a body wbidb hat 
more power to protect the oofflmnni- 
ty than any other forces; tbe Town 
Trustees Tuesday telegraphed the 
Secretary ot the State Board, asking 
the appointment of a board, and 
doubtless the leqaeat will mtat with 
a response. 

There is verr little danger of tbe 
loathsome disease reaching here, but 
to neglect a single precautionarjL step 
woold be criminal. An onnoe of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure. 

Ot course tbaie Jfe people who are 
not afraid of smallpox, and had ra. 
ther have it^two or three times than 
to have a soar stoaiach, bat In thia 
country majorities role, and tbe peo- 
ple ot Marion by a large majority 
prefer "no smallpox la theirs," and 
they want tbe anthorltles to spend a 
little iBoaafi If asasssa i y, to keep it 
away.
